Every  seed  that 
sprouts  does  not  grow  into  a tree, 
even  though  it  attains  sometimes  to 
the  proportions  of  a respectable  sap- 
ling, and  every  bud  that  blooms 
does  not  mature  into  ripe  fruit,  but 
many  of  them  turn  out  to  be  worm- 
eaten,  or  for  some  other  cause,  turn 
to  blight  and  rot  and  fall  away. 

We  are  old  fashioned  enough  to 
believe  that  no  movement  under  tbe 
sun  will  ever  culminate  in  aDy 
degree  of  real  success  whether  large 
or  small,  unless  it  is  ordered  and 
dliected  by  God’s  providence.  No 
not  even  an  earthquake  or  a cyclone. 
God,  who  is  himself  Lord  ol  all  “has 
set  bounds”  and  even  to  old  ocean, 
with  All  ol  its  profound  depths,  ex- 
panded wideness,  rolling  tidee,  lash- 
ing waves,  and  mighty  sturmes.  He 
has  said,  "Thus  far  sbalt  thou  come 
and  no  further.”
